Callis has proposed that the 11- 
year .solaT cycle that peaked late in 
1979 and early in I9H(I Is prim.irlly 
responsiblV for the destruction of 
atmospheric ozone. 

The solar cycle, which Callis said 
wa.s Ihc second strongest in the past 
250 years, bathed the Forth in radia- 
tion, particles and magnetic fields 
that triggered Ihe formation of in- 
creased amounts of nitrogen dioxide 
in Ihc stratosphere, especially in 
middle lallludcs of the Southern 
Hemisphere. 

That also created the destructive 
nitrogen compounds, referred to as 
odd nitrogen, which arc carried by 
normal atmospheric circulation to 
the Antarctic, where they created 
what has come to be called the ozone 
hole. Callis believes. 

He said ho ha.<; found satellite data-'- 
suggesting that ozone levels may 
have started to climb again -thls- 
year. lagging by several years, as 
expected, behind the decline in the 
intense solar activity. 

If the solar theory of ozone 
destruction turns out to be correct. 
Callis said, "this will be the first in- 
dication that a solar cycle can have 
such a major effect on the at- 
mosphere.”

sands of civilians, so that Ihey might better 
defend themselves from Contra attacks. '' 
Then there Is the question of our supposed 
policy in supporting the Contras, that Is, to 
put enough pressure on the Sandlnlstas to 
bring them to the bargaining tabic.

United States, and have been turped away. 

It appears that Mr. Gedda Is right when he 
says that the administration "would wel- 
come an outright Contra victory."

Will they 
have to kill or terrorize into subm Ission 
every campesino man, woman and child? 

What will be left of Nicaragua when the 
fighting is through? Having worked In Hon- 
duras, Nicaragua’s neighbor, where I taught 
health and nutrition to farmers like those In 
Nicaragua currently under attack by the 
Contras. The people longed (or better clinics, 
better schools, better nutrition (or their 
children and a chance to live In peace, all 
things that arc being taken away from them 
bytheContra. .

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■ BOSTON (AP) — Some people 
enroll their senile relatives in 
medical experiments in nursing 
homes even though they think the 
elderly patients would not have 
wdntcd to take part, a study 
shows. 

The study's findings, published 
In Thursday’s New England Jour- 
nal of Medicine, raise questions 
about the procedures for con'duc-. 
ting medical experiments on peo- 
ple who arc mentally Incompe- 
teM. 

The research was based on a 
' su)wcy of proxies, people who 
. mpke medical decisions for cider- 
lyr relatives Incapacitated by 
A&hcimcr’s disease and other 
brain illnesses. ■ 

- '^Our findings suggest that In- 
v^tlgators should ask proxies 
sMclfically whether they think 
the patient would consent to the 
study If he or she were compe- 
tent,” the researchers wrote. "If 
.thj}_answcr to thls>qucstion ls.no, 
we suggest that the patient 
should be disqualified from par- 
ticipation, even if the proxy is 
willing to consent.” 

.The study, directed by Dr. John 
Warren of the' University of 
Maryland, was an outgrowth of 
research undertaken to study the 
problems of long-term use of 
urinary catheters. 


Doctors attempted to enroll 
patients for the study at two nur- 
sing homes In the Baltimore area. 
When patients were Incompetent 
to decide whether they would 
participate, the researchers, ap- 
proached their relatives for per- 
mission. 

Seventy-eight of 168 proxies, or 
46 percent, refused to let their 
relatives take part. Most said 
they thought their relatives 
already had been through enough 
and should be left in peace. 

Of 138 proxies ’who answered a 
follow-up question about their 
rejatlvc’s likely choice. 55. said 
they did not think the patient 
would have consented to the 
study. But 17 of these 55 proxies, 
or 31 percent, consented to the 
participation anyway. 

The researchers said they could 
not be sure why the relatives 
went along with the study, but 
they speculated that "these prox- 
ies simply "did not "consider what 
the patient^s- judgment might 
have been in this situation." 

The study compared elderly pa- 
tients who had catheters with 
thosc 'who did not. It 'Involved- 
“mlnlmal risk” and required dal- 
ly temperature measurements, 
weekly urine cultures, blood sam- 
ples and abdominal X-rays,

In the Virginia hunt country west of Washington, 
said he Inherited the practice from his 
predecessor. Dr. Judson Pearson.

Narva sold the Capitol physician’s favor of 


dispensing, free drugs to old friends who'd left 
Congress apparently became an unspoken tradi- 
tion. None of .the drugs shipped by mall was 
classified as a controlled substance, he said. 

Narva found he was receiving four or five re- 
quests a week for various medications from one- 
time members who had long since retired or been 
defeated at the polls.

Sandy said legislators need to 
work with farmers to promote new 
products and new markets for ex* 
isting products, but said he Is not 
sure state money needs to be 
spent to develop these new sources 
oflncome. - •

Sandy also said lawmakers need 
to rearrange their priorities. “My 
neighbors are hurting, downtowns 
are hurting, tourism Is hurting, 
and all we’ve gotten out of the 
Legislature Is constant bicker- 
ing." 

Sandy said he opposes most, but 
not all, plans for new wilderness 
areas in Idaho. 

He also said lawmakers need to 
"dream a little bit" and get Idaho 
moving again. 

Sandy Is a 1970 graduate of the 
•University of Idaho, with a degr^ 
in animal science. His family has 
been in ranching In Hagerrhan for 
‘ three generations. 

Peavey has spent the last year 
grappling with the plight of Idaho 
farmers. 

Last fall, he helped organize a 
farmers demonstration during 
President Ronald Reagan’s cam- 
paign visit to Boise for Sen. Steve 
Symms. R-Idaho. 

At Christmas time, the New. 
York Times published a letter 
.from Peavey. blasting the Reagan 
^ administration for policies Peavey 
sAtd have crippled rural America'^ 

' and made the rich richer.

Peavey pushed three Ill-fated 
pieces of legislation aimed at relief 
for farmers who arc near or over 
the edge of bankruptcy.

The FDP facility is a part of the 
Fluorlner DIssoiution Process and 
Fuel Storage, Facility, which Is the 
first of a new generation of chemical 
processors completed at the ICPP. 

The FAST facility receives and

from nuclear-powered Navy vessels. 
The FDP will recover valuable unus- 
ed uranlum-235 from spent fuels for 
recycling into new fuel for gov- 
ernment nuclear reactors. 


Spent fuel arriving at FAST must 
be dissolved in an' acid bath before 
the uranlum-235 can be chemically 
separated. The liquid radioactive 
waste is stored and then converted 
to a granular solid at the ICPP’s 
New Waste Calcining Facility.

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‘Lean, mean’ approach hikes productivity

WASHINGTON — Manufacturing produc- 
tivity Increased ut-a heallhy-annual-rate of 
4.2 percent over the summer, the governm- 
ent reported Wednesday, as American In- 
dustry continued a “lean and mean” cam- 
paign of holding down labor costs to compete 
with foreign imports. 

But the efficiency with which the rest of 
the economy is producing goods and services 
remained limprwith totnl non-farm business 
productivity rising at an annual rate of only 
0,2 percent In the third quarter, the Labor 
Department's Bureau of Labor Statistics 


Non-farm business output — everything in 
the economy but government, agriculture 
and nonprofit organizations — rose at an an- 
nual rate of 7.2 percent In the second quarter 
compared with only a O.G percent annual in- 
crease last spring, the DLS said. 

But to achieve that growth. Americans 
had to work 3 percent more hours, according 
to preliminary figures subject to revision 
next month. 

While labor costs inceased at an annual 
rate of 2.3 percent per hour and 2.1 percent 
per unit of output over the summer, hourly 
compensation for workers actually fell 0.2 
percent after accounting for inflation, the 


bureau said. That reversed a 2.8 percent an- 
nual Increase In “real” hourly compensation 
in the first half of 1986. 

The government had reported that pro- 
ductivity dropped 0.5 percent in the second 
(|uartcr. Bui revised figures released Wed- 
nesday and based on larger than first- 
reported economic growth, last.sprlng.show- 
cd that productivity actually rose O.S per- 
cent from April through June 

That relatively anemic performance In 
improving efficiency matches the 0.5 per- 
cent increase In productivity by the U.S. 
economy for all of last year. 

“The outlook Is pretty pathetic.” said 
Tom Megan, an economist' for Evans 


Economics, a Washington forecasting firm. 
“The small Increase in unit labor costs Is a 
pretty good omen on inflation, but it also 
reflects poor compensation gains because 
high unemployment and competition has 
everyone scared about losing their Jobs.” 

White the total private non-farm economy 
— which represents about 73 percent of the 
naTlon''s 'tola!.. output-— ..showed little cffl- 
,cicficy. Improvement, productivity continued 
to soar in the third quarter In the troubled 
manufacturing sector. 

Manufacturers, who account for about 24 
percent of the nation's economic activity, 
increased their output over the summer at 
an annual rate of 3,4 percent. And they did it 


whfic reducing the hours their employees 
worked by 1 percent and cutting per unit 
laborcosts by 1.5 percent. 

"They've got the foreigners breathing 
down their necks, and (he only way they can 
compete Is with new. technology and by be- 
ing lean and mean,” said Donald Ratajezak, 
director of economic forecasting at Georgia 
State University tn'Atlanta. 

"If the pressures arc strong enough, it 
show that you can cut costs even when 
,you!rc not growing.” Ratajezak said. "Un- 
fortunately, the pressures from foreign 
compollllon are so Immense, the only 
benefit (from higher productivity) Is that 
we lose our jobs more slowly.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — The government sold 
Wednesday that no decision had been made on 
whether to reduce the 7.5 percent guaranteed 
rate on U.S^ .savings bonds. 

Charles 0. Seihness. assistant Treasury 
secretary for domestic finance, said the issue of 
reducing the guaranteed minimum rate was still 
under active consideration, as It has been since 
April, but he refused to speculate on whether any 
change was imminent. 

There were published reports Wednesday that 
the adininislralton would cut the rate before 
Nov. I. But there was also speculation that the 
Reagan administration 'would not take any ac- 
tion on such a popular program right before next 
Tue.sday‘s elections. 

"This is a complicated question trying to 
balance an attractive vehicle for investors, 
cosl-effectivencss for the Treasury and not hav- 
ing excessive competition for savers’ funds.* 
Scihiicss .said at a news briefing. "It seems to be 
taking us awhile to get ih.il all settled out.” 

Treasury officials first announced in April they 
were considering lowering the 7.5 percent gu.ir- 
antced rate, reducing It by one or possibly two 
percentage points. 

However, a iinal decision has been delayed for 
months. During this lime the popularly of the 
bonds has soared as small Investors have rushed 
to lock In the 7.5 percent minimum before the 


government reduced It. 

The venerable savings bond was redesigned in 
November 1982 in an effort lo win bock investors 
who had been lured away by much hlgher'ylelds 
In other investments. 

The bonds now pay a floating interest rate 
designed to reflect market rates. This rate is ad- 
justed twice a year, on May 1 and Nov. i. 

Savers who buy a bond and hold It for five 
years get the average of all of those six-month 
rates. They have lurthcr protection in that they 
arc guaranteed to receive interest at a rale of at 
least 7.5 percent, ev en if tc overag e for f ive years 
is below that (Igurc. 

It Is this guaranteed minimum that the 
Treasury Is considering changing. Officials said 
it could be cut lo 6.5 percent or perhaps as low as

However, people who bought bonds in November 
1982, the first time the new market-based bonds 
were offered, will have to hold them one more 
year to qualify for the market-based rates. 

Investors who cash in their bonds early receive 
interest on a sliding scale that provides a 5.5 
percent rate for bonds held one year and in- 
creases by 9.25 percentage point, for each six 
months after that. 

Savings bonds arc sold in amounts as low as $25 
for a $50 bond and arc exempt from state and 
local Income tuxes. Another attractive feature Is 
the fact that federal income taxes on the bonds 
can be deferred uniil the bonds are cashed In.

• criterion of corporate confidence in the Im- 
mediate future, then American corporations . 
aren't extremely confidertt. 

Dividends rose only G.4 percent during the 
first half of the year, according to the Com- 
merce Department, versus an annual 
growth rate since 1979, a period Uiat Includ- 
ed a deep recession, of 8.’5 percent. 

Additional compilations by Wright In- 
vestors’ Service shows that during the first 
nine months of the year. 229 companies took 
negative dividend actions — reductions or 
omissions — versus 207 in all of 1985 and 181 
in 1984. 

From among 10,000 publicly traded com- 
panies, Wright found an annual average of 
2.490 positive actions — increases or one- 
lime bonuses — have been taken so far in the 



1980s, just two-thlrds-thc rate in the • 
previous six-year period. 

Further documentation of corporate cau- 
tion is revealed by the dividend yield, or an- 
nual return on investment, for the com- 
panies that make up the Standard & Poor's 
SOO-stock average.

The coins. .999 pure silver, have a 
face value of Si legal tender, but will 
sell at a price tied to the market 
plus a S2 premium, said Director of 
the Mint Donna Pope. Wednesday's 
New York silver quote was S5.58 an 
dunce.

- —While fishing In Oregon’s Owyhee 
L;ike for cropplc, my partner look 
along some oatmeal. 

Before eniecln g-tli'eAvatei-Wlth our= 

— float tubes, he pula few handfuls in 
his fishing veijt. It ain't right to get 
too nosey with fishing partners, 
especially when they were to be the 
official guide and my host, so guess- 
,cd he mav just get hungry at times. 

We Were fishing five miles 
lupstehm from the dam near the 
Owyhee Lake resort, 

I stayed within hollering distance 
of Dcfmy Reed, of Nampa, and noted 
that he frequently reached into his 
fishing vest and tossed out a little of 
the oatmeal. That bugger is chumm- 
ing, 1 told myself, and soon he 
.caught a nice crappie. He motioned 
me over and as I pulled up alongside 



him. he reached out with a fIngerful 
of oatmeal and asked me to try It. 

I did. and two crappie came to the 
surface and picked off the oatmeal. 
Denny fishes as much for crappie as 
I fish for trout. Hcclaims that bass 
and crappie are the real test of a 
fisherman and he knew more tricks 
than I figured he would ever share. 

Do not know If they would consider 
the nnccrful_of oatmeal chumming 
IrTOrcgorTBut what the heck, tried 
It and soon started c.'itchinc crappie. 


If you haven’t tried Owyhee Res- 
ervoir In the early spring you have 
missed some of the best crappie 
fishing in the west. 

The reservoir Is over 50 miles long 
with a shoreline of approximately 
300 miles. When I fished there, there 
was no legal limit on the size of your 
catch. 

The non-rcsldenl license was 
reasonable for a one-day permit. 
There Is a state park with excellent 
facilities, plus Owhyce Lake resort 
with all the fishing supplies you may 
need. 

If you plan a trip to Owyhee Res- 
ervoir. 1 suggest you write for a map 
of the area to Paul B, Evans. 1516 
Rim View Drive. Caldwell, or when 
in Nampa or Caldwell, most of the 
tackle dealers have maps for sale. 


1 did not take a boat, but the boat 
fishermen were coming i^ith huge 
bass and stringers fulloftTrappie. 

Ihc bass fishormerfnave a saying 
.ihfmfftw yhee b a^s: "If you can hold 
them with one hand — throw ’em 
back.” 

-It is a wonderful place to fish and 
the stories will cover your high top 
bools at the campgrounds during the 
evening hours. / 

Denny told me of his child in 
school, arid the teacher asked the 
class to bring their birth certifi- 
cates.

The, basic problem is this: summer 
range deer from mountain areas 
west of Bellevue and Kctchum to

;Jeromc County and invaded portions 
of southern Gooding County last 
•winter. The deer, along with a sur- 
prisingly large number of antelope 
and portions of Ihc/dcsert elk herd,

then meander on a route that went 
south and then directly cast into the 
Plcaho Hills. East Big Wood valley 
animals and Little Wood -drainage 
migrants also used the Pienbo Hills 
as part of their migration. 

In 1979. the department counted a 
record 2,390 deer on the hills. Seldom 
did the (Icparlmenl venture far into 
the desert where lhc,amnunt of time 
required -to s.v.stemfitlcally search 
out deer in such a huge area 
wouldn't he feasible.

BLM takes first steps 
to fight fire frequency 
by planting grass seeds

SHOiiHONE - With the help of a 
new Forest Service Invention, the 
Shoshone District of the Bureau of 
Land Management has taken its 
first steps tp combat the high fre- 
quency of fires In the big desert area 
caslof U.S.93. 

Larry Mangan. wildlife biologist 
fur the BLM, reports a strip of 
varlous'grass seeds running 35 feet 
in width and four miles in length 
have been planted as a "green" fire 
break between public desert land 
and the railroad right of way. 

The grasses are desert species, 
meaning they can remain green for 
longer periods of time than most 
"and hence provide about a month 
to 45 d.iys longer" fire protection. 
Mangan said. 

The green breaks will hopefully In- 
.sulalc the usually cheat-grass 
railroad right of way. Cheat grass 
greens up early and dies usually be- 
fore July I. providing an explosive 
tinder that is ignited easily by 
carlcssncss. lightning or trains. 

Trains are particularly bother- 
some In this- stretch. Trains cause 
' fires in two ways. The most common 
Is a lock up on an Individual boxcar 
brake. The brake ' shoe becomes 
rcdhol from friction and after a lime 


bcgitis bi'cakmg up. Thul. sets oil a 
stream of redhol embers Into the 
desert grass and such a condition 
cun start fires In 10 to 30 places in a 
two or three mile stretch before the 
brake shoe Is used up. The other 
method Is through exhaust, 

Mangan said the new piece of 
equipment, called a disc chain and 
built by the Forest Service at its 
Missoula. Mont., equipment lab. is 
an economic Godsend. The machine 
discs up the ground, broadcasts the 
seed and then packs Ihc loose soil 
over the seed bed. 

"it cut down on the cost because 
previously wc had to make two 
passes” to accomplish the planting, 
Mangan said. "It cut the cost from 
SIG to $18 lo $4 per acre for prepara- 
tion cost — exclusive of seed cost.” 
he continued. 

Mangan said the installation of the 
green breaks was the first step in 
the "Immediate action plan” sug- 
gested by a restoration steering 
committee to correct the migration 
of deer from' the mountains to public 
desert land rather than private land 
In Jerome, Gooding and Lincoln 
counties. 

M.ingan said the steeling commit- 
tee wiirbegin formulating Us long- 
range rehabilitation play at the Fish 
and Game Regional office In Jerome 
Nov. 14.

O'Connor was the great gun writer 
who shaped the opinions of genera- 
tions of American nunters. 

He loved the .270. and millions of 
us bought them on iris recommenda- 
tion. He also favored the 20 over the 
16-gauge and the medium-sized bore 
is now In the last throes of Its 
demise. 

When I Interviewed him. he was 
retiring from a career of outdoor 
writing. He'd been all over the world 
and hunted nearly every species in 
the sportsman's lexicon. 

As wc spoke, Ihc outstanding 
trophies he'd collected looked down 
from the walls of his modest home in 
Lewiston. 


Jack looked around at them, smlj- 
cd and talked about his dream hunt: 
"... if there was just one hunt left 
for me. I'd go down into the Magic 
—Valley In Southern Idaho and hunt 
pheasants." -- - 

In those days. Jack and I lived in c, 
the same community. I'd grown up. • 
in Southern Idaho, and I thought I 
knew what he meant. But I never 
really realized the depth of his 
statement until I moved to the . 
Magic Valley Jack dreamed of so 
long ago. 

Lately, I've had a lot of pheasant 
hunts that have made me forsake 
the clkof North Idaho, thcshccpof 
Alberta and even the mule deer that 
bound away at the report of a 
shotgun seeking feathers among the 
willows, 

The more 1 hunt this country, the 
more I understand Jack’s yearning 
(or another hunt here where Ernest 
Hemingway chose to live among the 


. upland coverts teeming with 
feathered g.imc. Take the opening 
day hunt just completed, for in- 
stance. 

Wc pushed Into the shoulder-tall 
grass, guns ready for the flush of a . 
cock trapped in the tangled vegeta- 
tion. 

A bird shot into the air, the air 
flashing beneath the abuse of his 
wings. 

The thunder of his sudden escape 
filled the air and he turned sunlight 
Into rainbows of brown and blue and 
green as he rocketed straight up to 
clear the thicket. 

My short double was faster than 
my partners' guns in the tangle — a 
blast knocked the bird Into the grass 
just as my companions' pumps and 
automatics were beginning lo track. 

From his low vantage point, the

Montana rejects role in U.S. wolf replenishment program

HELENA,' ."Mont. — The stale’ 
Department of Fish. Wildlife and, 
-Parto-wlll-nol-aupport-or participate' 
In 0 . fede r al program-tor-rapleatsotag- 
wolves In Montana, the department 
director said Thursday. 

Jim Flynn said the agency is op- 
posed to the wolf recovery plan by 
the U.S. Fish and WUdllfe Servlc^ 
because It has no provision for th^ 
killing or trapping of problem wolves 
threatening livestock and game 
populations, no assurance of funding, 
and no method of removing wolves- 
from the endangered species list. 

The state decision means the Fish 
and Wildlife Scrvlce^must take full 


responsibility for managing grev 
wolves In the' Glacier National Fark 
a rea, s aid Ron Aa shelm, head of the 
state’s CosncrvaUon' Education 
Division. The state will not perform 
damage control work, trapping or 
wolf studies, he said. 

Dale Harms, FWS wildlife 
biologist In Helena, said he was sur- 
prised by Flynn's rejection of the 
recovery plan because state wildlife 
agencies usually take the lead 'In 
such programs. 

Recovery plans are designed to 
restore animals to sufficient 
numbers to remove them from the 
endangered or the less-serious 
threatened species lists. 

The FWS wolf recovery plan seeks 
to replenish wolves in three areas: 


Glacier . para-Bob "Mmnair: 
'Wilderness, Yellowstone Park and 
central Idaho. The quota for Glacier 
is 10 packs. 

Harms said there are 16-20 wolves 
In Glacier now and most are In one 
pack In the North Fork area of the 
Flathead River drainage. 

~ In announcing stale opposition to 
the recovery plan, Flynn said the 
proposal assumes there will be more 
ability to trap or kill problem wolves 
than is allowed under the En- 
dangered Species Act. 

The state would need such flex- 
ibility'' in dealing with wolves that 
prey heavily on livestock and game 
animals, he said. “Such cir- 
cumstances may precipitate public 
demands to control wolves. That 


demand I S n ot lur eradication but for 
control and reasonable protection of 
big game populatlonsJ-t 

He polntM to surveys in other 
states and Canada that show one 
pack of wolves kills an average of 89 
moose and 66 deer or elk per year. 

“It we’re trying to manage elk and 
wolves are killing hundreds, that has 
major implications for the hunting 
season,” Aashelm said. "We need 
the management flexibility to 
determine what lines a wolf must 
cross before It has to be destroyed. 
Reasonable control Is all we're ask- 
ing for.” 

Previous FWS actions and court 
rulings on endangered species sug- 
gest that no recovery plan can be 
written that would allow the taking 


of problem wolves, Flynn said. ' 

The Endangered Species Act must 
— bo-ohanged lo^recogntze-that specles' 
such as the wolf and grizzly bear re- 
quire different management 
methods than other protected ' 
animals such as the peregrine falcon 
and black-footed ferret, Flynn said. 

He also complained that the 
PWS's- proposed budget contains no 
request for funds to manage en- 
dangered species programs. With no 
federal money committed, the state 
has little Incentive to get Involved In 
the wolf project, he said. 

The state has invested large 
amounts of hunting license fees In 
managing the grizzly bear, a threat- 
ened species that Is a game animal 
In Montana, Flynn said. But the 


stale has received no federal funds 
for the work, despite requests for 
6628:000 over tiropasrseven years-.
